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United Nations Flag 
Presented By 
Home Ec. Club 

Appropriate and fitting in every 
respect as the nation joined in the 
observance of United Nations Day, 
was the assembly program spon¬ 
sored by the Home Economics 
Club on Tuesday, October 24. The 
program was focused on the ob¬ 
servance of United Nations Day, 
the anniversary of the twenty- 
fourth day of October in 1945 
when the United Nations Charter 
came into force as a plan for 
world law. 

A s the assembly program open¬ 
ed two flag bearers, Jane Rankin 
and Mary Duncan, entered the 
rear of the auditorium and 
marched up the center aisle with 
the flags of the United States and 
United Nations. The flags were 
placed into the stands on the 
stage. The audience rose and very 
impressively pledged allegiance to 
“Old Glory.” 

Winnie Snead, president of the 
Home Ec. Club, explained the sig¬ 
nificance of the United Nations 
flag and expressed its ideals dedi¬ 
cated to peace and progress. Then 
Winnie added, “Did you know that 
among us today there are modern 
Betsy Rosses?’ As the attentive 
audience gazed around to glimpse 
the supposed Betsys, Winnie ex¬ 
plained that the modern flag mak¬ 
ers were members of the Home 
Ec Club who had constructed the 
United Nations flag for the Junior 
College. She then presented the 
flag to Mr. Meek on behalf of the 
Home Ec Club. 

Mr. Meek very graciously re¬ 
sponded to the presentation of 
the flag and presented some very 
interesting remarks on the pur¬ 
poses and accomplishments of the 
United Nations. 

Miss Fulton led the congrega¬ 
tion in singing, “Onward Chris¬ 
tian Soldiers,” “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic,” and “Flag of the 
Free.” These songs were careful¬ 
ly selected for the occasion. Caro¬ 
lyn Milton accompanied the group 
at the piano. 

Another highlight of the As¬ 
sembly program was the presen¬ 
tation of a $50 award to Tommy 
Hart. Tommy, a freshman den¬ 
tistry student, is from Newbern, 
Tennessee. Mr. Meek presented 
the award which was made avail¬ 
able by Dr. and Mrs. Brandon of 
Martin. Torhmy, surprised and 
thrilled, expressed his appreciation 
for the award. 

This was the first assembly pro¬ 
gram for the school year. The 
program committee was composed 
of Mary Duncan, Ella Mae Clift, 
and Jane Rankin. 


Proposal For Four- 
Year School Nearer 
Realization 

The plan to have a four-year 
school in the fields of home eco¬ 
nomics and agriculture at UTJC 
is just one step from realization. 
Governor Gordon Browning and 
the University of Tennessee Board 
of Trustees have approved the 
plan. Now the only hurdle to sur¬ 
mount is the Tennessee Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Governor Gordon Browning 
gave his complete support to 
moves by West Tennesseans to 
make the Junior College a four- 
year school in certain fields. Gov¬ 
ernor Browning was quoted 
Thursday, October 19, to the ef¬ 
fect that the proposal to give the 
Junior College four-year status ih 
the fields of agriculture and home 
economics was approved at a 
meeting attended by him and high 
university officials in Nashville on 
Monday, October 16. 

The proposal was ratified in 
principle at a meeting of the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee’s Board of 
Trustees, to be held in Knoxville 
on Friday, October 20. He added 
that fee will support the move¬ 
ment in the 1951 session of the 
Tennessee Legislature, which must 
give final approval to the plan. 

It was also decided, according 
to the Governor's announcement, 
that the proposal to make 'Mem¬ 
phis State at Memphis a full- 
fledged university would be pushed 
to a successful conclusion at the 
same session of the Board of 
Trustees and the 1951 meeting of 
the State Legislature. 

In issuing the news that he fa¬ 
vored the plans for a four-year 
school at Martin and University 
status for Memphis State, the 
Governor was quoted as saying: 
"I would like to say now that I 
am strongly in favor of the plan, 
both as proposed for Memphis and 
Martin. I am a West Tennessean, 
and I want West Tennessee to 
have the best in ducational facili¬ 
ties that the state can give it. I 
plan to issue a full statement 
after the meeting of th Trustees 
in Knoxville Friday.” 

The new four-year plan for the 
Junior College means that stu¬ 
dents can enter the school as 
freshmen in the fields of agricul¬ 
ture and home economics and re¬ 
ceive their degrees in these fields 
without having to transfer to 
Knoxville or elsewhere for their 
junior and senior years.

I sion’s work In the flection of both 
the freshman and sophomore class 
officers, but do you realize what 
goes on behind the scenes? This 
um't Russian territory where you 
have a choice of either voting for 
the only candidate on the ballot or 
not voting. As a citizen of the 
University of Tennessee Junior 
College, it is your privilege, ydur 
opportunity, and your fundamen¬ 
tal duty to vote and to be as¬ 
sured of the honesty and effi¬ 
ciency in all of your campus elec¬ 
tions. 

The duties of the Election Com¬ 
mission are to conduct all elec¬ 
tions sponsored by the All Stu¬ 
dents' Club such as the election 
of All-Students’ Club officers, se¬ 
lection of the outstanding sopho¬ 
more, and the election of the 
freshman and sophomore class of¬ 
ficers. The Commission also holds 
elections for other groups and or¬ 
ganizations on the campus during 
the year. Some of these are as 
follows: nomination election and 
final election of ’’Campus Beau¬ 
ties,” election of “Mr. and Miss 
UTJC,*' election ' of “Valentine 
King and Queen,” nomination and 
final election of “Carnicus King 
and Queen,” and election of the 
"Strawberry Festival Royalty.” 

Much time is spent not only in 
the actual holding of an election 
and obtaining the results, but also 
in preparing for the election. 
After a letter of authorization 
from an organization’s sponsor or 
president, signs stating the time, 
place and kind of election must 
be posted, and notices of the elec¬ 
tion must be put in all post office 
boxes. This past year four hun¬ 
dred and twenty*-three man hours 
were spent by the Election Com- , 
mission and assistants in the prep- j 
aration and conduction of your I 
elections. 

Certain procedures which are 
posted at the polls, must be ob¬ 
served by the voter. The ballot 
should be carefully read, marked 
as directed, and folded before pre¬ 
senting it to the ballot box keeper. 
The voter should state his name, 
home town, and classification so 
£hat his name may be struck from 


| the student list by the clerk and 
he may be pronounced as voted. 
The student should not leave the 
ballot table until he has been pro¬ 
nounced voted. 

The Election Commission con¬ 
sists of two members of the All- 
Students’ Club Executive Com¬ 
mittee, three other members, and 
a faculty sponsor, all of whom 
are elected by the All-Students’ 
Club Council of the preceding 
scholastic year This year the 
executive committeemen are Joe 
Gay, chairman of the commission, 
and Anne Webb, secretary. Lu- 
zelle Marshall, Rose Marye Smith, 
and Lewis Evans compose the 
members with Mr. Horton as the 
sponsor.
